Next  we  had  the  extreme  pleasure  of  hum- 
bling Erasmus,  our  ancient  rival,  before  a 
huge  crowd,  to  the  tune  of  26-0.  Our  team 
executed  a  deadly  passing  attack  which 
swept  the  Buff  and  Blue  machine  (slight- 
ly out  of  order)  off  its  feet.  Brooklyn 
Tech  was  swamped  with  a  well  conceived 
attack,  losing  13-0.  Then,  in  our  last 
game,  our  championship  hopes  went  glim- 
mering before  a  fast,  clever  and  heavy 
Madison  Team  which  played  heady  foot- 
ball and  took  advantage  of  all  breaks  to 
give  us  the  worst  trouncing  in  six  years, 
21-0. 

Our  Hockey  team,  this  year  was  really 
something  to  cheer  about|  In  fact,  it  was 
the  finest  hockey  team  we  have  ever  had, 
and  it  just  missed  winning  the  champion- 
ship. We  annihilated  all  our  early  season 
opposition,  and  led  the  league  standing  un- 
til the  last  two  games  of  the  season.  Then 
a  fighting  Jamaica  sextet  held  us  to  a  0-0 
score,  which  meant   that  we  had  to   defeat 
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or  tie  the  league-leading  Erasmus  team  to 
compete  in  the  championship  play-offs.  In 
the  most  exciting  and  hotly-contested  game 
of  the  season,  Manual  and  Erasmus  played 
to  a  2-2  tie.  In  the  first  game  of  the  play- 
off, we  scored  a  goal  in  the  last  minute 
of  play  to  break  a  scoreless  deadlock  and 
win,  1-0.  The  next  game  was  a  tame  af- 
fair, and,  mainly  owing  to  the  fact  that 
our  attack  was  not  functioning,  Erasmus 
triumphed,  2-1.  The  deciding  game  was 
close  and  thrilling,  but  the  score  was  un- 
fortunate. Erasmus  3,  Manual  1 . 

The  swimming  team  was  the  victim  of 
real  hard  luck  in  finishing  its  season  in  a 
triple  tie  for  second  place.  It  overwhelmed 
all  its  opponents,  with  the  exception  of 
Brooklyn  Tech  and  Erasmus.  Both  these 
teams  defeated  us  by  the  close  score  of 
33-29.  In  the  Erasmus  meet,  we  were  an- 
nounced as  the  winners,  but  it  was  dis- 
covered that  our  captain  had  failed  to  touch 
at  the  turn  in  winning  the  hundred  yard 
dash,    so    he   was    disqualified    and    the    de- 


cision was  reversed.  This  meant  the  loss  of 
first  place  in   the  league  standing. 

The  soccer  team  started  with  splendid 
prospects,  but  was  greatly  hampered  by  in- 
juries. However,  the  team  was  a  leading 
contender  for  city  honors  until  it  was  de- 
feated by  the  championship  Alexander 
Hamilton  team  in  a  tight  game. 

The  basketball  quintet  has,  at  this  time 
won  three  games  and  lost  seven,  with  one 
game  left  to  play — a  rather  sorry  record.

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X-RAYS 


OENTGEN  rays  are  usually  known 
as  x-rays ;  they  were  named  x-rays 
because  very  little  was  known  about  then 
at  the  time  of  their  discovery.  In  1895 
Prof.  Konrad  Roentgen,  of  the  University 
of  Wurtzburg,  found  that  a  remarkable 
radiation  was  given  off  from  the  negative 
electrode,  whenever  an  electric  current  was 
passed  through  a  high  vacuum  in  a  tube. 

Now  we  know  that  these  radiations  are 
similar  to  ordinary  light;  but  the  wave 
length  of  x-rays  is  about  one  ten-thousandth 
of  the  wave  length  of  light.  Although 
these  waves  travel  with  the  speed  of  light, 
it  is  the  short  wave  length  which  gives 
the  extraordinary   properties   to  x-rays. 

The  best  way  to  produce  x-rays  is  to 
generate  them  by  the  "Coolidge  tube;" 
this  is  the  invention  of  Dr.  W.  D.  Coolidge 
of   the  General   Electric   Co. 

The  human  eye  cannot  perceive  these 
rays  and  therefore  we  must  use  the  photo- 
graphic plate  to  record  them.  Neverthe- 
less, we  may  make  the  presence  of  x-rays 
visible  to  the  eye  in  a  rather  curious  way; 
there  are  some  substances  with  long  names 
(barium  platinocyanide  and  calcium  tung- 
state)  which  glow  with  a  pale  light  where- 
ever  they  are  touched  by  the  rays ;  this 
is  called  fluorescence  and  can  easily  be 
seen.  Usually  a  glass  plate  is  coated  with 
either  of  these  substances,  so  that  fluore- 
scence will  be  produced  as  long  as  x-rays 
fall  upon   it. 

Wood  and  paper  are  quite  transparent 
to  x-rays;  human  flesh  is  rather  transparent 


too,  but  bones  and  teeth  are  practically 
opaque.  These  properties  enable  physicians 
to  take  x-rays  photographs  of  the  bony 
structure  of  the  living  body.  These  are 
really  shadow  pictures;  that  is,  the  bones 
merely  shield  the  photographic  plate  from 
the  action  of  the  rays.  Such  photographs 
have  been  of  much  aid  in  ascertaining  the 
exact  nature  of  bone  fractures  and  dis- 
locations. 

In  recent  years  x-rays  have  had  wide- 
spread use  in  industries.  Before  manu- 
factured articles  are  placed  upon  the  mar- 
ket, shadowgraphs  of  them  are  made  to 
determine  their  internal  structure.  For  in- 
stance, golf  balls  are  examined  by  this 
means  to  see  whether  or  not  the  rubber 
core  is  properly  placed.  Other  products 
which  are  similarly  examined  are,  plywood 
for  airplanes,  expensive  wood  for  furni- 
ture, radio  transmission  tubes,  steel  balls 
for  ball  bearings,  hard  rubber  products, 
and  even  metal  castings.  We  can  examine 
brass  objects  up  to  21/2  inches  in  thickness; 
steel  objects  up  to  31/2  inches;  and 
aluminum  may  be  penetrated  to  6  inches. 
Aside  from  medical  use,  the  detection  of 
imperfections  is  the  most  important  ap- 
plication   of    Roentgen    rays. 

Wherever  hidden  flaws  in  engineering 
material  may  endanger  human  life,  an  x- 
ray  examination  will  reveal  the  defect.  In 
this  way  a  scientific  discovery  has  greatly 
added  to  our  safety.

You 
then  awoke  to  the  fact  that  the  work  done 
was  but  a  beginning;  and  tonight,  as  you 
matriculate  from  the  high  school,  after  what 
some  of  you  consider  a  difficult  and  arduous 
labor,  you  again  breathe  freely  and  with  a 
sigh  may  again  have  the  thought  that  the 
end  of  it  indeed  crowns  the  work.  But  now 
the  path  of  life,  of  work  and  service  looms 
up  before  you,  as  a  trail  in  an  unchartered 
country. 

From  this  point,  many  of  your  lives  are 
permanently  separated.  As  was  very  well  said 
by  a  former  British  Ambassador  to  our 
country  on  a  similar  occasion  as  this,  "of 
the  many  landmarks,  the  graduation  stone  is 
in  many  cases  the  most  memorable,  for  just 
beyond  it  comes  the  point  at  which  all  must 
leave  the  highway  they  have  trodden  with 
the  carefree  crowd  of  their  contemporaries  to 
pass  into  the  jungle  of  life  and  cut  their 
own  trail.  For  most  the  brush  is  thick  and 
thorny;  the  ground  rough  and  rocky."  Some 
go  in  for  business  pursuits.

Will  you  develop  and  add  to  this,  or  like  a 
parasite,  live  upon  it  until  it  is  destroyed 
by  an  inert  and  sloughful  "don't  care"  ca- 
reer ?  Our  day  and  time  is  calling  for  useful 
citizens,  leaders  in  business,  in  science,  in  art 
in  literature,  pedagogy  and  in  all  human  en- 
deavors. None  can  afford  to  shrink  within 
himself  or  herself  and  live  as  an  intellectual 
hermit. 

The  great  world  war  brought  many 
changes  in  the  present  day  mode  of  liv- 
ing, in  business  methods  and  even  our 
habits  and  estimates  of  charity.  You,  who 
are  about  to  leave  this  high  school,  have 
great  opportunities  as  well  as  responsibilities 
of  serving  your  fellow  men,  your  com- 
munities and  country.  Your  activities  and 
endeavors  must  not  be  limited  to  acquir- 
ing wealth  and  happiness  for  yourselves. 
Think  in  terms  of  giving  as  well  as  get- 
ting and  then,  as  you  take  your  places  in 
the  busy  every-day  work-a-day  world  in 
whatever  capacity  it  may  be  your  fortune 
to  engage,  you  will  have  the  inspiration  for 
still  finer  and  nobler  work.  By  so  doing, 
you  will  command  the  respect  of  your 
fellow  citizens.  But,  best  of  all,  you  will 
have  that  keen  satisfaction  of  having  done 
something  worthwhile  for  your  day  and 
generation,  something  which  will  be  added 
to  your  inheritance  to  pass  on  to  posterity. 
And  if  my  wishes  can  benefit  you,  I  wish 
you  health  and  strength  to  serve,  and 
happiness  in  serving  this  country  of  your 
allegience,  and  incidentally  mankind  in 
general.
